Remakes 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 29th August 1963, relate to 171 
towns with an estimated population of 22,978 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 296 and their population is 
36,140 thousands. Thus 58% of the total number of towns 
representing 64% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 17,444 and 8,714 representing birth and 
death rates of 39*5 and 19*7 per thousand of poDulation 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A db C) : — The data here relate to 155 
towns with an estimated population of 20,744 thousands. 
Information about Ajmer Bihar Orissa and West Bengal 
could not be included. The total number of towns is 260 
and their population is 30,790 thousands. Thus 62% 
of the total number of towns representing 67% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
recorded in these towns were 18,318 and 8,136 representing 


birth and de« th rates of 40 1 9 and 20 * 4 per thousn nd of 
population rospeotively. The table at the end giveB the 
position by States. 

Bilaspur in Madhya Pradosh was the only town whioh 
reoorded a high death rate of 67*3 per thousand of' 
population and this high doath rate was mainly due to 
deaths from Cholera. 

(B) States (Part B) : — The data here relate to 16 
towns with an estimated population of 2,234 thousands. 
The total numbor of towns is 48 and their population Is 6,360 
thousands. Thus 35% of total number of towns repr©. 
sen ting 42% of total population is oovered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,126 and 
679 representing birth and death ratea of 26*2 and 13*6 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high dea+h rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
